Thomas  will  also  visit  patients  at  their  hones  by  arrangement  with 
General  Practitioners.  Reports  of  the  cases  arc  sent  by  the

(e) ,  Llanelly  and  Swansea  Hospitals  are  supported  by  Voluntary 
Contributions.  They  are  not  subsidised  by  the  County  Council.

Eye  Cases:  1 or  2. 

Practically  all  the  workmen  make  periodical  contributions,  i.o, 
deductions  from  wages  towards  Hospitals,  also  towards  Eye 
Specialist,  and  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist. 

Insured  and  uninsured  persons  are  novi/  able  to  obtain  the  services 
of  the  Llanelly  and  District  Public  Medical  Service  at  fixed  rates 
governed  by  their  incomes. 

There  is  an  Isolation  Hospital  at  Llannon  controlled  by  the 
Carmarthenshire  County  Council.  The  accommodation  is  as  follows:-

MATERNTIY  MORTALITY.  Investigation  of  Maternal  Deaths  on  the  linos 
of  a circular  recently  issued  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Council. 

In  cases  of  puerperal  Fever  the  County  Council  iinmed lately  vjire  to 
TTidwifo  attending  to 

(1) .  Give  up  attendance  on  all  cases  on  her  list  except  case  notified. 

(2) .  Not  to  take  further  cases  until  further  notification. 

(ii) .  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  ITCTHERS  A1T>  CHILDREN.  There  is  no 
Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  and  homeless 
children.  Suitable  cases  are  sent  to  the  Llanelly  Infirmary. 

(iii)  HEALTH  VISITING.  A Child  Welfare  Centre  is  held  in  the  English 
I!ethodist  Church  fortnightly.  It  is  subsidised  by  the  Local  Nursing 
Assofiiation,  and  the  County  Council.  The  ’Welfare  is  under  my  juris- 
diction. Nurse  M.  A.  Morgans,  C.IRB.,  is  the  whole-time  Health 
Visitor  and  School  Nurse,  and  attends  at  the  Yolfaro  Centre.  She  is 
engaged  by  the  County  Council. 

The  Kidwelly  Nursing  Association  is  maintained  by  contributions  and 
subscriptions.  It  is  not  affiliated  to  the  County  Council. 

The  District  Nurse  is  Nurse  M.  A.  Morgans,  C.I!.B.  Application  for  the 
Nurse’s  services  is  made  through  the  local  Doctors. 

(iv) .  NURSING  HOME.  There  are  none  in  the  Borough. 

(v) .  CHILDRSN.  There  is  a Children’s  Yard  at  Llanelly  Hospital,  where 
children  aro  received  up  to  eight  years  of  age. 

CHILD  NEGLECT.  Inspector  James  of  the  N.S.F.C.C.  renders  help  to  the 
County.  He  has  been  the  moans  of  securing  Orthopaedic  Treatment, 
obtaining  better  accommodation  for  families  living  under  bad  conditions 
and  placing  them  in  Institutions  of  the  County  Council. 

(vi) .  ORTHOPAEDIC.  A scheme  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council, 
and  is  based  on  the  co-operation  of  the  Educational  and  Maternity  and 
Child  Yelfare  Authorities.  Cases  are  referred  by  the  Child  7/elf  are 
Clinic,  School  M.O.H.,  and  Health  Visitor  to  Mr.  A.  f.  Parker,  at  his 
Clinic  in  Llanelly.  Treatment  is  continued  at  the  Burry  Port 
Orthopaedic  Clinic  held  weekly  at  the  Burry  Port  Memorial  Hall  & 
Institute.

The  21C^  feet  of  4"  watermain  bet?;oen  the  Pelican  Hotel  and  Anthony’s  Hotel  w 
was  ro-layed,  and  the  wa.tcr  service  vjas  extended  to  Stcclcv;ell  Bungalow. 

The  Millands  Supply.  This  supply  was  used  constantly  from  Juno  2nd 
to  July  4th.  Tho  3"  rising  main  is  to  bo  layod  in  early  1940. 

Capel  Sul  Yell.  This  yields  a.  m.inimun  supply  of  about  3C,CCC  gallons 
per  24  hours.  The  water  is  carried  in  mains  and  distributed  to  most 
of  tho  houses  in  tho  Town.  The  storage  is  3C,CCC  gallons.  Tho 
chlorination  plant  is  to  be  installed  in  early  1940. 

Maesgwenllian  Supply.  This  is  from  deep-seated  springs  tapped  in 
a disused  Silver  Mine  adit  level,  giving  a minimum  supply  of  about 
25,CfO  gallons  in  24  hours.  There  is  storage  for  1C,C0C  gallcmsvx 
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F"’iy(idygarreg  Supply.  7ith  tho  aid  of  hydraulic  rams  this  gives  a 
trifliitnuni  flow  of  8,rCC  gallons  per  24  hours.  Thero  is  storage  for 
3, err. 

(ii).  DFL\IMGE  SANITATICN.  The  scheme  for  the  utilization  of 
the  existing  surface  water  drains  as  sewers  and  the  laying  of  a now 
12"  sower  from  the  Junction  of  Bridge  Street  and  Station  Road  has  been 
loft  in  abeyance  because  of  the  77ar.

The  Schools  Medical  Officer  is  Dr.  Gladys  Herbert  and  the  School  Dentist 
is  Mr.  H.  Ungoed  Griffiths,  L.D.S.,  R.C.5.,  and  I work  in  conjunction 
with  them.  It  has  not  boon  necessary  to  close  the  Schools  on  account 
of  any  epidemic.  As  suggested  in  a memorandum  on  Closure  and  Exclusion 
from  School  1927  the  power  to  exclude  any  individual  children  and 
contacts  is  used  to  the  best  advantage, 

5C  children  from  the  Borough  attend  Burry  Fort  Central  School.  They 
are  conveyed  to  and  from  school  by  bus.

HCUSIMG  GENEIb\LLY.  The  Council  have  built  32  houses  under  the  Housing 
Acts;  9 for  the  removal  of  families  from  demolished  houses  and  23  for 
the  relief  of  overcrowding. 

There  were  3 houses  built  by  private  enterprise. 


SECTICN  E.  - INSISCTICF  SUTERVISICN  CF  FCCD. 

(a) .  TTILK  SUTFLY.  There  are  2C  registered  Milk  Vendors  in  the  area. 

Licenses  are  granted  on  the  lines  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Crder 
1926.  flo  licenses  have  been  issued  under  the  Milk  Special 
Designation  Crder  1936. 

Examinations  of  all  registered  premises  with  regard  to  cow  sheds 
and  dairies  are  made  by  the  Surveyor  and  myself.  Several  of  the 
cow  sheds  have  received  attention  and  have  boon  rebuilt  on  model 
plans,  and  supplied  with  water  direct  from  Council’s  mains. 

The  dairies  are  kept  in  a very  good  condition  and  particular 
attention  is  paid  to  cans  and  utensils. 

Under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  County  Inspectors  take 
samples  of  milk  for  examination  in  regard  to  addition  of  water  and 
percentage  of  fat. 

16  samiiles  of  Milk  wore  taken  and  sent  for  bacteriological  examin- 
ation. The  examinations  were  made  at  Aberystwyth  under  the 
control  of  I.!r.  S.  D.  Thomas,  T’.Sc.,  Advisor  of  Dairy  Agriculture. 

The  results  on  the  whole  show  an  improvement  each  year. 

The  Farmers  and  Vendors  are  instructed  in  the  methods  of  clean 
milking  and  cloan  milk.  Sutherland  Thompson’s  milk  tost  is  used 
and  the  pads  are  shown  to  the  Farmers  or  Vendors. 

16  samples  were  submitted  for  tuberculosis  examination,  all  of  which 
were  found  to  be  negative. 

DU'VTER  AND  CHEESE  I tlKERS.  There  are  31  in  the  district  and  premises 
are  kept  very  clean. 

(b) .  liffii'iT  &c.  Bakehouses,  Shops  and  Vehicles  are  regulcsrly  inspected  and 

always  kept  under  observation. 

SLilUGHTERHCUSE.  Public  Abattoir.  This  is  the  Council's  property 
and  a part-time  Caretaker  is  employed. 

The  Council  has  issued  one  renewal  licence  to  a Slaughterman  under 
the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933.
